A good many yeais afro the people o 


Bucks county, Pennsylvania, felt the 
need of a eouuty historical society. Tbe 
matter was talked over by a few of the 
leading citizeus of Doylentown, the 
county-aeat, and a public meeting waa 
called to discuss the subject more fully. 
The meeting waa -largely attended, the 
people manifesting much interest in the 
cause from the start. The result was 
the organization of a society which ranks 
among the best in the State, and which 
bas been the means of doing a vast 
amount of good. 


In these delightful days of comfort 


and convenience tue sons and daognters 
of Bucks can look back with interest 
ftnd .pleasure tQitb.e early days of the 
pioneers'who blazsd the way for suc- 
ceeding xenerations. The museum of 
the historical society of ihe county, 
boused in the Court House, helps tbe 
youth of the present day to realize and 
understand the toils and privations of 
the early settlers in that region. Thin 
collection is one of rare value. In great 
part it has been collected, described, ai- 
rauged and catalogued by Henry 0. 
Mercer, curator of the University of 
Pennsylvania's Museum of American 
and Prehistoric Arclmology. 


Thin great aggregation of wonderful 


and interesting thiugs is annually vioited 
>y tuouatiuds of people from all parts o£ 
.lie world and none go away disappointed- 
The largest single object in the collec- 
.ion is the body of a Conestoga wagon, a 
ype of vehicle once quite common in 
Adams county, which meets the eye on 
entering the room. 


Some people yet living recall the time 


when long trains of these wagons daily 
passed through Gettysburg on their way 
to and.from Baltimore and Piltsburg, 
adding, much to the business of the 
town. As late aa 1800 a few of those 
quaint outfits occasionally made their 
appearance ,ou our roads. If there is a 
single specimen of the olden time Con- 
eatoga wagon in existence in the county 
it fhould quickly be secured and em- 
balmed £or use of Adams county's his- 
torical museum, when iu the fullness of 
time one is formed. 


OJB ot the most attractive sections of 


Bucks county's collection is the one de- 
voted to colonial kitchen utensils. The 
specimens in this department are quite 
numerous, a. wallle-iron is decorated 
with ligures of a drummer boy and fifer 
in uniform, with bearskin shako. Pie 
plates, bowls, jugs and cups are of dark 
red or dark brown glaze, from an anci- 
ent Colonial pottery. Some of these are 
decorated with bands of color or figures. 


The glaze was toned into green, orange 


brown and yellow by tbe willing bands 
of our old Pennsylvania potters, some of 
whom resided in Adamo county, which 
was once noted for the excellence and 
variety of the work turned out by its 
potteries. Some bear quaint mottoes in 
German anil others in English. Not a 
few of them are inscribed with highly 
practical maxims similar to Ihose con- 
tained in Poor Richard's Almanac. 
These, being constantly before the eyes 
o£ the young, could not fail to impress 
their minda with ideas of thrift so es- 
sential to success in tbe early settle- 
ments. 


Washington's gridiron is one of the 


curiosities of the Bucks collection. An- 
other is a Colonial door lock, mortised 
in oaken block, and used in 1770 at La- 
fayette's headquarters at Pleasant Val- 
ley. The gridiron referred to above was 
used by General Washington's family 
for two seasons during the prevalence of 
tbe yellow fever in Philadelphia and was 
formerly the property of Colonel Isaac 
Franks, aide-de-camp of Washington. 


A unique department of the collection 


represents the artistic work of the Penn- 
sylvania Germans in stove plates made 
over a century and a balf ago. These 
plates are of cast iron, two feet square, 
elaborately decorated with scenes from 
Bible history, with mottoes, hearts, tu. 
lips and incidents of a highly interesting 
character. These are but a few of the 
thousands of rare and valuable relics 
to be seen in the grand collection of the 
Bucks County Historical Society. 


What has Adams done in that direc- 


tion ? We pause for a reply. We do 
know, however, that many thousands of 
tons of things pertaining to tbe farms 
and tbe households of the olden time 
have been hunted up and carried away 
by tbe junk dealers within a few years. 
While Adams county people have slum- 
bered and slept, the agents of historical 
and antiquarian societies of otber locali- 
ties have oeen quietly gathering up in 
our very midst innumerable treasures to 
enrich tbe collections represented by 
them—treasures we should have retained 
for the embellishinent of an Adams 
county collection, wbicb will utidoubt- 
dly become a fact some time. 


CIVIL ENGINEER MARTIN DISCOVERS THEM 


IN UNUSUAL PLACES. 


Has Found II Necessary to Place Wire Cages 


Around lha Crown Stone Near 


Pen-Mar. 


E. R. Martin, a civil engineer of 


Bridgeville, Del., who is engaged in com- 
pleting the re-survey of Mason and Dix- 
on's line and resetting the marking 
stones, is in Waynesboro, and will have 
his headquarters there for several days 
while be completes his work in that vi- 
cinity. 


He is in charge of tbe survey author- 


ized by the Legislatures of this State 
and Maryland. Martin has been en- 
gaged in the work for a year and a half 
and bas only about seven miles to go 
over. 


The milestones are plain; with the let

Villlam Pennon one aide and that of 
Lord Baltimore on the other. 


A somewhat unusual duty falling to 
Jr. Martin will be placing of a wire 
cage around and over the stone an eighth 
of a mile from Pen-Mar Station. Er- 
cureionists and summer visitors to the 
mountain have developed a propensity 
for chipping off pieces of the stone, and 
the cage will be provided to prevent 
this. There is a cage over the crown 
stone near Highfield. 


Mr. Martin resets all the old stouts 


and makes fast the new ones In concrete. 
For each stone he uses a barrel of ce- 
ment and about a carload of broken 
etone. The average expense of the 
work is $60 a mile. 


That Mason and Dixon did not set up 


stones farther west than the 1321 mile is 
attributed in part to the fact that the 
stones were very heavy and were trans 
ported with dificulty. A number of 
marking and crown stones weredelivered 
for them at McCoy's ferry on the Poto- 
mac river, near Big Pool, aud from that 
place all were not taken, except by people 
of tbe vicinity, who used them for door 
sills or otber purposes, 


Mr. Martin bas found a number of 


these stones. Two were discovered in 
Baltimore. One was taken there to be 
erected in Druid Hill Park, but Mayor 
Latrobe refused to allow it to be put up. 
The Pennsylvania Historical Society 
now has this stone, having furnished it 
replica ot it for the State line. Another 
old sioue was found near Clem-spring, 
two were taken from tbe Parkhead 
Church, nine miles east of Hancock, 
where they were doing service as door 
sills; some were found on the property 
of Justice of the Peace Thomas Bell 
Johnston, nearClearsprlng, and another 
on a street corner in Clearspring. 


All tbe stones have beeu accounted 


for except one, No. 127, near Hancock. 
Mr. Martin dug up the ground in a 
radius of 20 feet from where it should 
have been and found about a hundred 
spalls from the stone. He thinks it was 
broken by accident.

short time, selling it December 31, 1798, 
to John Brad en for forty-five pounds 
and Jan. 12, 1802, tha latter sold it to 
Wm.

It 
may be possible that some small build- 
ing may have been put on the lot t. ac- 
count for the difference in price, but it 
id supposed that the residence recently 
pulled down waa erected by Wm. Kuhns, 
for he received seven hundred mid sev- 
enty-five pounds from the next pur- 
chaser April 24,1810. 


The next owner was.one of the great- 


est scholara Gettysburg has ever known 
and a native of tbe county, 
Kev. 


David McConaughy, better knowu as 
Parson MeCooaugby, was a grandson of 
one of the nrat settlers in the region ot 
York county, knowu as Tyrone, now 
part of Butler township. Kay. David 
McConaughy graduated irom Dickinson 
College and was first honor man in a 
class to which Roger B. Xaney, after- 
warda Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of tte United Stales, and Justice 
Kennedy, o( the Supreme Court or 
Pennsylvania, belonged. He was called 
as pastor of the Great Couowago and 
Upper Maish Creek Churches iu 1799 
and installed in 1800. it waa during his 
pastorate the Upper Marsh Creek Cburcb 
was abandoned aud a new church built 
iu Gettysburg.

continued to reeide here aud act as pas- 
tor ol the church until 183-2, when he r>- 
sigiied io take the presidency of Wash- 
ington College, which pjsition he filled 
until IS-l'j.
